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The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, alone or in a combination, 
among other things, at least a method for NEXT cancellation filter allocation and its 
communication system having a modem pool being operative as a whole, the 
combination of elements and features as claimed, which includes allocating P (P >= 1) 
filters among a plurality A of NEXT cancellation filters as probe filers, allocating at least 
one of the remaining A-P filters to cancel NEXT, and measuring NEXT impairment 
caused to at least one target modem by at least one candidate disturber modem to 
which no A-P filter is allocated.
